'Losing the War,' Police Chief Says 
In Reporting 54% Crime Increase Here 


An alarm ing increase «f 54 per 
rent in crim e in Palm Springs is 
disturbing to the professional law 
enforcement officer, who realizes 
that "w e are losing the ‘w ar’ with 
the crim inal element and prob­ 
ably the apathy of the careless 
citizen has something to do with 
it,” Chief of Police August Kett- 
mann said. 
In his year-end report released 
todav. Kettmann said that in re­ 
viewing the past fiscal year it is 
obvious that “ all of our visitors 
and residents are not people of 
above average means who have 
come here to enjoy the desert sun 
and the therapeutic value of hot 
aprings m ineral w ater.” 
“ Police records indicate that a 
considerable 
number 
of 
profes­ 
io n a l jewel thieves, fur thieves, 


shoplifters, confidence men. gam ­ 
blers and prostitutes come here 
and skillfully victim ize the weal­ 
thy resident and visitor who does 
not recognize or respect t h e i r 
presence.” the chief added.

Colleges Need Our Help 
The cost of a college education is going up. 
Caught in the rising price spiral, many colleges and uni­ 
versities across the nation will boost admission and other 
charges again this fall. It s becoming increasingly difficult tor 
parents to give their children a liigher education. 
It hasn t been so very long ago that a student could at­ 
tend a pin ale college lor about $1000 a vear, quite a bit less 
at a state university. Now it costs upwards of $3000 a year in 
the private schools — and a proportionate increase has been 
at state institutions. 
At state-supported Colorado University, for example, the 
tuition tee has been increased from $58.40 in 1940 to $263 this 
year. That's tor residents of the state, non-residents paid $154.50 
20 y ears ago and will have to pay $835 this year! At countless 
other schools the increase has been in approximately the same 
proportion. 
Despite these increases in income, most of the colleges are 
not able to meet costs from tuition and other charges. More 
and more they have to depend on other sources of income. 
State-supported institutions boost their budgets and the tax­ 
payers foot the bill. But private colleges and universities — 
like Occidental, Southern California and Stanford must raise 
the money through gifts and endowments. 
That is why private schools of higher learning are under­ 
taking big fund-raising campaigns Millions of alumni through­ 
out the country are being asked to help meet the rising costs 
of the schools and save some boys and girls of being priced 
right out of a college education. 
As tuition costs increase many students are forced to at­ 
tend the state schools. This is presenting a problem for the 
private institutions. But the need for maintaining the private 
schools should be apparent to every one. Without them the state 
universities could not begin to accomodate all our young people 
seeking a higher education. Even if they could, the greatly- 
increased tax burden would be prohibitive. 
There is but one solution; a generous response by those 
who have benefited from a college education and other public 
spirited citizens who appreciate the increasing importance of 
higher learning in America today.

Kennedy’s Foreign Aid bill (S. 
1983 by Senator Fulbright) car­ 
ries the internal explosives of 
self-destruction. The powder-and - 
shot of imbedded demolition ex­ 
plains why the bill was reduced 
by almost a half-billion dollars 
from the 
Administrating esti­ 
mated $4 7 billion before leaving 
for Foreign Relations Committee. 
The same reason tells why we 
may expect more fragmentation 
of the measure before it be­ 
comes law. 
First among the self-killing con­ 
tents of the bill are its "criticar’ 
and "crucial” arguments. I am 
relying heavily here upon facts 
and figures received from Sena­ 
tor Byrd of Virginia, who's very 
likely to expand them in debate. 
Mr. Kennedy and his entire min­ 
istry have tried to justify t h i s 
astonishing hill on grounds of 
needful conditions in f o r e i g n 
lands. Well, by far the strongest 
arguments against the bill are 
the needful conditions in our own 
land. 
Who Will Shed Tears? 
Who will shed a tear for the 
USA? In this bill, as the Presi­ 
dent asked our Congress to ac­ 
cept it, are 46 grants of discre­ 
tionary executive power, and 18 


authorizations to flaunt our own 
laws. To list only some ex am p les: 
Title One of the Bill permits 
the President to apply Federal 
income other than taxes (such as 
sums acquired by selling surplus 
property) to economic develop­ 
ment loans abroad. Existing law 
requires that such sums be de­ 
posited in the U. S. Treasury and 
withdrawn only on explicit orders 
of Congress. 
Title Two permits the President 
to bypass existing laws about em­ 
bargo of shipments to Iron Cur­ 
tain countries. 
Title Three disregards the law 
that requires giveaway goods to 
travel on at least a 50-50 basis 
in American flag ships. 
The Fulbright bill takes Its 
law-cracking course for 85 pages 
While few- members of Congress 
will spot all the violations, some 
body's ox gets gored in nearly 
every section — and some of 
these sections will be forcibly ex­ 
pelled. 
Next among the self-contained 
detonations is the uncouth, un­ 
precedented size of the financial 
commitment The Administration 
likes to list the estimated cost at 
around $4 billion a year with a 
Five-Year Plan to ensure con­ 
tinuity by "back door borrowing” 
from the Treasury. But Senator 
Byrd, a Finance Committee mem­ 


ber for 28 years and currently its 
chairman, has dug deeper in 
search of truth. If Byrd is right 
I (and few have the termerity to 
dispute him in this field, the 
President is authorized to spend 
at least $12.3 billion in the first 
year. And over the five - year 
period, the President could spend 
$39.8 billion on foreign aid 
Hemorrhage of Wealth 
This v i r t u a l hemorrhage of 
American wealth would flow un­ 
staunched by the annual appraisal 
which is the Constitutional d u t y 
of Congress The Five-Year Plan 
deprives Congress of its full re­ 
sponsibility as guardian of the 
public purse. 
If emergencies exist in the 
nearly six dozen countries on the 
•Ims list, do they not also exist 
in the USA? Our National Debt 
is close to reaching and passing 
the $300 billion mark. Our De­ 
fense Department spendings are 
now at $43 billion, and doubtless 
will go higher because of the Ber­ 
lin crisis. The same upward '.rend 
is true of Atomic Energy an d 
Stockpile costs. 
But has the Kennedy Adminis­ 
tration asked for cuts in domestic- 
civilian outlays for Labor, for 
Welfare, for Housing, for Agricul­ 
ture? Alas. no. Federal spending 
in domestic • civilian affairs was 
$19.1 billion a year when the Ko-

tween the nation's business a n d 
social" worlds. 
No Connection 
But. McGovern c a u t i o n e d , 
there’s no "logical connection 
w hatever’ between postal ser­ 
vice and postal rates . . . because 
both are “artifically” set by Con­ 
gress. 
The lawmaker’s unique char­ 
acterization of the Post Office as 
a socialized, service arm of Con­ 
gress. unhindered by the rules of 
business economy, apparently co­ 
incides with the views held by 
many of his colleagues (50 of 
whom "fought” by his side for 
the postal salary rise). 
While the speaker was advo­ 
cating unlimited future tax sub­ 
sidies to keep the Post Office 
solvent, postal accountants in this 
capital city were attacking a 
maze of statistics . . . to intelli­ 
gently estimate the size of the 
"m vthicar postal deficit. 
From (fiscal) 1958 through 1961. 
the “imaginary” loss will c o s t 
American taxpayers $3.053.700.­ 
000' 
These billions of “ethereal" dol­ 
lars must be furnished by over­ 
burdened. realistic taxpayers al­ 
located from a national budget 
that is never in balance. 
Pay-As-You-Go 
But is the Post Office really 
a “service.” not a going busi­ 
ness? Can't the agency, through 
intelligent reorganization, shake 
off its political shackles and op­ 
erate as both a service and pay- 
as-you-go business enterprise? 
The Hoover Commission laid 
out such a format back in '49. 
The department, alone among 
government 
agencies, functions 


as a business. It owns and leases 
thousands of buildings, operates 
fleets of trucks, employs a half­ 
million workers and sells both 
products and services directly to 
the people. 
It also makes a contract with 
the customer to deliver merchan­ 
dise on schedule for a fee. 
Moreover the Post Office has 
proved no less than 67 times (de­ 
spite its losses) that it can op­ 
erate both as a service and a 
successful business. It was deficit- 
free in its early days from 1779 
to 1838. It showed annual surplus­ 
es 14 times from 1848 until 1884. 
and 1911 through 1919. 
Made Money Once 
Tn three successive years—1943 
through 1945—the agencv tallied 
an operating surplus of nearly 
$227 million. 
When the lid on wartime spend 
ing lifted, the postal surplus of 
$169 200.000 in ’45 . . . became a 
$129.000 000 deficit in ’46 
The thriving postal business be­ 
came a hopeless failure in a sin­ 
gle year. Its operating finances 
took a 140 per cent nose dive! 
Despite the controversy ov e r 
whether the agency is a busi­ 
ness or oublic service, it is in fact 
the world’s largest business. 
And it is trying to keep pace 
with far-seeing, prosperous cor­ 
porations in modernization 
The Post Office has embarked 
on a stupendous and c o s t l y 
agenda of automation and **xper 
indentation. This is the "3 G" pro 
gram of gimmicks, gadgets and 
gee-gaws geared to the postal 
service of the "future.” 
It is the “ dream ’ of p o s t a l 
workers, the outgoing postmaster 
general recently declared, t h a t 
every American will “one day” J 


enjoy next-day delivery and re­ 
ceive “priority mail” the day it’s 
deposited. 
20-Y.»ar Wait 
(Europe has had both services 
for years. Jets now cross Amer­ 
ica in 5 hours). 
Postal laboratories in P r o v i- 
dence are using e l e c t r o n i c 
' brains the size of “two foot­ 
ball fields " 
(A venerable penny post card 
mailed May 7. 1940, in Manhat­ 
tan to a now-deceased addressee 
in nearby Flushing. L.K., was re­ 
ceived by the latter's bewildered 
nephew Nov. 26. 1960. The mes­ 
sage related to an appointment 
20 years ago.) 
One postal experiment, staged 
with appropriate fanfare in 1959. 
required the services of a fully- 
manned submarine and a voyage 
200 miles off the Florida coast. 
Results of this ”mail-by - mis­ 
sile” gimmick will be “stored in 
postal archives” for the enlight­ 
enment of "future” Post Office 
brass. 
In November. Members of Con­ 
gress received blurry " s p e e d 
mail” l e t t e r s via "electronic 
transmission” hilled as a " s t e p 
into the future.” 
More Bounce 
The sequel to this stunt, also 
staged by the postmaster general, 
was a 200-word message urging 
“early Christmas mailing." This 
onf was bounced “electronically" 
off the 1.000-mile Echo I satellite 
balloon . . . to a facsimile ma­ 
chine in the Newark Post Office 
(A recent Postal Bulletin to all 
hands contained five rules to pre­ 
vent “lost" and "non-delivered” 
mail from finding its way I n t o 
“dumping stations.") 
Concerning th e department’s

Coming are self-service counter 
machines (to accept, w e i g h , 
stamp and insure your parcel), 
helicopter mail delivery to air­ 
ports and P.O.’s letter - sortera 
with “mechanical arm s” and a 
“small, handy machine’’ to stamp 
your coded address (or y o u r 
f r i e n d s ' ) on standardized en­ 
velopes. 
On His Way 
“This is no H.G. Wells concept 
of the future." Summerfield ex­ 
plained. “Man is on his way to 
outer space. Wherever man goes, 
the mail must follow 
. evert 
to the moon and beyond " 
Startling postal innovations of 
the future have triggered mixed 
editorial reactions. M a n y ob­ 
servers believe, however, that an 
improvement in current p o s t a l 
service and an end to astro­ 
nomical deficts should get pri­ 
ority over missile-mai! to th e 
moon 
The Louisville Courier - Jour­ 
nal observed: 
“Guarded hints of coming in­ 
stantaneous. microwave l e t t e r 
transmission are greeted w i t h 
cynical guffaws by the customers. 
"Even if letters were wafted 
at the speed of light, five wi l l 
get you ten that somewhere in 
the process of sorting and de­ 
livery . . 
the hours would pile 
up and the miracle of trans­ 
mission would be offset by t h • 
limning pace of postal routine. 
"People who get one delivery 
a dav . . . would regard w i t h 
wonderment the European com­ 
monplace of same - dav deliveries 
within cities. They (Americans) 
are resigned to an airmail letter 
taking three times as long as a 
man to cover the same distance. 
Less Miracles Please 
"And they’re not in tha mood 
to take seriously these tanta­ 
lizing hints of speed to c o m e . 
Until tha new marvel (arrives) 
. . . we’d be willing to settle for 
a few minor miracles 
“Next - day delivery, for in­ 
stance. of a letter mailed to any 
suburb . . . Day-after delivery 
for airmail to New York. Chica­ 
go and other metropolitan areas. 
"And while we’re still dream­ 
ing an eventual return to tw o 
deliveries a day. Until these are 
practical achievements, let’s hear 
no more of simultaneous trans­ 
mission and microwaves!"
